Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious over the Applicant's claimed 
subject matter. Particularly, the prior art does not disclose modifying the h-bridge and 
using the electric motor in a resistive braking manner during a fail safe mode. In 

addition, Applicant has perfected the priority back to November 12, 2003. Applicant's 
representative presented persuasive arguments in the remarks filed on 3/30/2009 on 
Page 8. 

The best reference (US Patent Publication 2004/0244771) discloses using a h- 
bridge, but is moot as to modifying the bridge to use the electric motor as a generator. 

After a further search. Examiner believes the claimed subject matter is in a 
condition for allowance.
